Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 
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Appeal brief, filed on 01/03/05 has been considered and applicants arguments 
presented (pages 4-9 of appeal brief) for claim 1 is found to be persuasive. Thus, 
pending previous rejections of claims 1-1 1 , 21 & 23 have been withdrawn. 

Rejection of claim 12 has been withdrawn in light of applicant's amendment of 
claim 12 (see Examiner's amendment) further in view of applicant's argument presented 
in appeal brief (pages 4-9 of Appeal brief). 

Consequently, rejections of claims 13-16, 22 & 24 are withdrawn for their 
dependency status on claim 12. 

Further regarding claims 1 & 12, the prior art of record neither shows nor 
suggests an electric lamp consisting essentially of all the limitations particularly 
consisting of the limitation of a reflective layer consisting essentially of a sintered 
mixture of oxidic material and a getter material.
